Phil  Elwood's  "Jazz  Archives"  broadcasts  are  in  their  seventh  year  on  KPFA, 
and  thus  constitute  one  of  the  station's  longest  series.  The  "Jazz  Review,"  a  relative 
newcomer,  will  celebrate  its  third  anniversary  in  a  few  months. 

The  years  have  seen  a  growing  interest 
in  jazz  throughout  the  country,  and  especially 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  where  a  sizable 
contingent  of  modernists  have  joined  the  deep 
rooted  traditionalists  to  provide  more  live 
jazz  than  in  any  comparable  area  in  the  world. 
The  Jazz  Archives  and  Jazz  Review  have 
been  major  factors  in  the  education  of  the 
Northern  California  public  in  the  jazz  field, 
and  in  its  root  forms.  Phil  Elwood's  enthusi- 
asm for  his  subject,  and  his  twenty  years  as  a 
collector-critic  have  established  him  and  his 
program  as  unique  in  the  broadcast  world. 

Phil  is  a  historian  by  profession,  well 
known  in  the  Albany  and  Berkeley  school  sys- 
tems for  his  distinctive  U.  S.  History  instruc- 
tion, which  always  includes  recorded  selec- 
tions, not  only  from  the  jazz  and  popular 
music  files,  but  also  from  his  extensive  collection  of  historical  originals.  In  the  ten- 
thousand-or-so  78  rpm  recordings  which  constitute  the  Elwood  accumulation,  Bessie 
Smith  stands  on  the  shelf  along  side  Al  Smith,  and  Gene  Krupa's  recordings  have  a 
set  of  35-year-old  Ku  Klux  Klan  discs  as  bin-partners. 

Collecting  of  old  records  preceded  Phil's  interest  in  jazz,  although  by  1939  or  '40 
the  direction  was  well  indicated.  A  Berkeley  native,  he  found  junk  shops  and  rummage 
sales  to  be  rich  in  original  jazz  renditions,  and  in  the  process  of  his  own  collecting 
encountered  other  fans  (mostly  musicians)  who  helped  to  guide  his  education. 

In  recent  years,  sources  of  rare  items  have  dried  up,  and  most  of  Elwood's  time 
is  spent  in  deeper  investigation  of  material  already  on  hand.  His  greatest  enjoyment 
now  is  the  preparation  of  the  KPFA  broadcasts,  and  organization  of  lectures  for 
private  groups.  He  is  planning  a  great  many  more  interviews  with  jazz  personalities, 
to  be  tape  edited  and  included  on  programs  in  future  months. 

His  association  with  KPFA  has  not  only  provided  superior  jazz  programs,  done 
in  a  spirit  of  entertainment  as  well  as  education,  but  has  also  brought  one  of  the 
most  consistently  large  mail  responses  of  any  of  the  stations'  offerings.  The  fact  that 
the  compliments  keep  regularly  ahead  of  the  complaints  is  a  tribute  not  only  to 
Phil  Elwood's  selections,  but  also  to  catholicity  of  the  KPFA  listeners'  taste.

Our  coverage  of  editorial  opinion  abroad  has  been  increased,  effective  with  this 
Folio,  with  the  addition  of  programs  on  India,  Communist  China,  and  Sweden.  The 
former  two  programs  are  being  produced  here  in  Berkeley  from  the  wide  range  of 
periodicals  available;  "Swedish  Weeklies"  is  airmailed  to  us  weekly  from  Stockholm. 
Please  also  note  that  "French  Weeklies,"  which  is  compiled  for  us  by  the  French 
Information  Service  in  New  York,  is  now  broadcast  on  Saturdays.
